Both daring and good humoured 
young men with a better idea are 
part of a group of 10 presenters who 
will be allotted exactly six minutes 
and 40 seconds each at Edmonton's 
second Pecha Kucha event to be 
held Sept. 11. 

Pecha Kucha — Japanese for sound 
of chit chat — was started in Tokyo 
in 2003 as a forum for young think- 
ers and designers to share thoughts 
on their wide-ranging projects. Since 
then it has spread to 133 countries. 

In Edmonton, the events are or- 
ganized by city council's Next Gen 


last month when he read a local me- 
dia story suggesting that it is time to 
retire the word Deadmonton because 
it just doesn’t apply to booming Ed- 
monton. But Nelson, whose engi- 
neering background has trained him 
to put theory into practice, doesn't 
believe that can be done 

It's better, he believes, to co-opt the 
slogan for the forces of good. 

“I thought that as with any pejora- 
tive nickname, you can't really retire 
it, what you have to do is make it 
work for you,” he says. 

The first thing he’d do would be to 
start a weeklong Deadmonton festi- 
val drawing together the numerous

Brad Bellows, a spokesperson for 
Suncor, can list his company’s en- 
vironmental achievements easily: 
Suncor has dramatically reduced the 
amount of water needed to produce 
a barrel of oil, and the intensity of

But not everyone is convinced. 
Dan Woynillowicz, a senior policy 
analyst with the Pembina Institute, 
argues that the improvements made 
by the industry amount only to effi- 
ciency: things they should have done 
anyway to make their operations 
cheaper. None of the improvements, 
he says, have actually hurt the com- 
panies financially.

HE’S HAD A HOME FOR A YEAR, 
BUT DEAN CARDINAL'S LIFE 
REMAINS A STRUGGLE 





It’s been a tough month. The onetime 
mayor of Edmonton's notorious tent 
city hasn't touched a drop of booze 
in three weeks, which is a good start 
for a recovering alcoholic trying to 
get straight. 

His face is deeply creased and 
weathered. His hands are littered 
with tattoos and thick with calluses 
— mementoes of his time living on 
Edmonton's streets. But he looks 
healthier than he did a year ago and 
his eyes have a spark in them that 
says he might be down, but he's 
not out. 

For the past hour, Cardinal has 
been telling his tale of a life of trag- 
edy, addiction, and the glimmer of 


hope that briefly arose on a vacant. 


plot of provincial land during the 
summer of 2007. : 

“T don't know where my path is go- 
ing, but hopefully it's on the straight 
and narrow,” he says in a ragged, 
soft-spoken voice brought on by 
years of smoking. 

Cardinal, then homeless, arrived 
in tent city in July 2007 just as the 
original mayor, Marvin Ross, was 
preparing to step down after finding 
a place to live. “He said, “You want 
to take over?’” Cardinal says. “So | 
said, ‘Sure I'll take over.’ That's how 
1 became mayor of tent city. It was 
kind of passed down to me.” 

Cardinal acted as a liaison between 
members of his community and the 
bureaucracies that controlled the 
fate of the makeshift community. 
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Together, they made tent city a safer 
place to live. 

“Tt wasn't an easy situation at first,” 
Cardinal says. Tent city was a wild 
place that was infected with what he 
describes as a bad element

His mother was diagnosed with 
cancer in 1967, and the Cardinal 
family moved to Edmonton so his 
mother could be treated. Cardinal 
stayed with her for a year, and when 
he turned 11, his eldest brother Gil- 
bert took him under his wing and 
moved Cardinal to the Alexander 
reserve to give him a break from his 
depressing home life. Young Dean 
only stayed with Gilbert long enough 
to finish Grade 8, before being sent 


tom wood planing company. It was 
heavy work, but it afforded Cardinal 
a lifestyle that would appeal to any 
adolescent. “[I] was 16 at the time. 
Booze came around that age, mak- 
ing money and freedom,” he says. “I 
moved around a lot from job to job.” 

Cardinal worked at the company 
for 30 years, until March 6, 2003, 
when a stolen vehicle slammed 
head-on into a car carrying Cardinal, 
Ron, and Ron's wife. Only Cardinal 
survived, but his back was broken. 

“All in one shot I lost a brother, a 
best friend and a boss,” he says. “In 
a matter of minutes, you can lose ev- 
erything.” 

When he felt well enough, he tried 
to work again, but returning to the 
trailer he had shared with his brother 
on the job site was too much for him 
to take. “It was hard for me to stay

in Bonnyville told him that writing 
would be therapeutic and help him 
stay away from liquor. Completing 
the 28-day program is a point of 
pride for him. 

The writing on the pages is scratchy 
and almost illegible, but the story it 
tells is clear. 

Cardinal was born into a native 
family on July 6, 1957 in Calling 
Lake, Alta. Straight from the womb, 
he faced complications. 

“Feb. 11: At first I wasn’t expected 
to live. I had [a] hole in my stomach 
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south to Mt. Pleasant, lowa, where 
his sister-in-law Sandy helped with 
school. 

By 1972, Cardinal had returned to 
Edmonton to be with his mom as her 
condition deteriorated. She eventu- 
ally had seven operations. “She died 
at the age of 56 or 57 due to her ill- 
ness,” Cardinal says. “I didn’t cry be- 
cause the suffering was gone. I loved 
her very much.” 

With nothing to tie him down, Car- 
dinal dropped out of school to work 
with his older brother Ron at a cus- 


in that trailer by myself,” he says. “I 
stayed there for two weeks and I just 
couldn't handle it. So I told the boss, 
‘I got to move on.”” 

Sohe hit the road, traveling through 
northern Alberta, to find peace of 
mind and a new place to work. How- 
ever, his spinal injury made it impos- 
sible for him to hold down a job. 

Eventually he returned to Edmon- 
ton, and in November 2006, he 
moved in with someone he knew. 
The arrangement lasted until Febru- 
ary 2007, when his host was arrested 


ona charge of armed robbery, Cardi- 
nal says. When the landlord discov- 
ered his tenant was in jail, he kicked 
Cardinal into the street, because his 
name was not on the lease. “It was 
one of those situations where the 
landlord wants you out, and there's 
nothing you can do about it,” he 
says. 

Cardinal was homeless, and it 
wasn't long before the frustrations of 
living in the city’s shelter programs 
pushed Cardinal toward tent city. 
After losing the foundation of family 
that his mother and brother brought 
to his life, Cardinal found security 
among his comrades in the tents and 
hovels in Edmonton's shantytown. 

In tent city, Cardinal was able to 
reclaim some of the pride he had 
lost. He became a leader. For a brief 
moment, meaning and purpose were 
restored and he felt that he made a 
difference. However, Cardinal's new 
sense of home was short-lived, as 
authorities closed down the site on 
Sep. 15. “We kept together like a fam- 
ily unit,” he says, “and when it came 
[time] to separate, that was hard.” 

He pays $400 a month to live at 
Urban Manor, and as long as he stays 
clean and sober he can remain there 
under a subsidized rental agreement. 

As for his future, Cardinal wants 
to go to school so that he can become 
a counselor for inner-city kids. How- 
ever, he admits that its an ambitious 
plan with many uncertainties. 

“Depression always gets to me so 
I stay home a lot. That's where my 
pills used to help, but I haven't been 
taking them.”

2007 TENT CITY TIMELINE: 
FROM THE FIRST CAMPERS TO 
THE SEPT. 15 EVICTION DAY 





Many €dmontonians 
shocked when a community of 
tents popped up behind the down- 
town Bissell Centre last summer. 
The settlement was filled with camp- 
ers who had nowhere else to go. 
“There was a lot of fear, be- 
cause of fighting going on and 
people's tents being ripped and 
knocked over,” says Dean Cardi- 
nal, one of its unelected mayors. 
“Slowly [security] weeded out the 
bad people, but the people who really 
wanted to stay there, stayed there 
without fearing for anything.” 

The first inkling of a large-scale 
communal settlement of Edmonton's 
homeless people popped up in Mary 
Burley Park behind the Edmonton 
Remand Centre in early 2007. 

Sylvie Seguin, the manager of es- 
sential support services for the Bis- 
sell Centre, recorded a daily account 
of the events that transpired in the 
so-called “tent city.” Her report 
shows an unprepared government 
trying to deal with the social runoff 
of Alberta's oil boom. 

Police evicted the campers because 
park bylaws prohibit public use after 
11:00 p.m. So the squatters gathered 
their belongings and moved on. Most 
of the campers headed into the river 
valley as a last resort. Valley life was 
bad. 

Campers would leave the val- 
ley during the day to go to work, 
find food, panhandle, and socialize. 
While they were gone, park rangers 


were 


would confiscate their belongings. 
The campers would return to find 
their meager possessions gone. 

At the time, city council was’ de- 
bating Edmonton's housing short- 
age and the issue of homelessness. 
It wanted a plan to address the prob- 
lems. However, discussion of the is- 
sues quickly fell off the map, and a 
few months later 10 tents popped up 
on a plot of provincial land at 96th 
Street and 105th Avenue. 

The campers there were either not 
allowed to use city shelter programs 
because they had been banned or be- 
cause they simply hated the shelter 
environment. 

“There's four to a room — I can't do 
it,” Claude Parissee, a tent city resi- 
dent, told the Edmonton Journal. “I 
don’t want to live with people I don’t 
know.” 

The residents stated that they gath- 
ered on the site because they felt safe 
around their friends and family. 

Here is a short history of tent city: 


JUNE 21 

Within the next week, the number of 
tents doubled from the original 10 to 
20. It had become apparent that tent 
city was going to keep expanding, so 
a meeting between campers and po- 
lice was held. At the meeting, police 
outlined a rigid set of rules regarding 
the behaviour that was expected of 
the campers if they wanted to stay. 
Particular focus was aimed at ensur- 
ing that public urination and def- 
ecation would be eliminated. There 
was a problem with the availability 
of public restrooms after the Bissell 
Centre closed its doors at 4:30 p.m. 
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A meeting with the former Capital 
Health region was also held to dis- 
cuss support requirements needed 
to maintain the site. Capital Health 
agreed to provide portable toilets and 
a water tank on the site. 


JUNE 22 

The Bissell Centre also hired a sup- 
port worker to build rapport with 
the commune’s population and liaise 
with police on matters that might 
jeopardize the campers’ safety. 


JUNE 24 

Capital Health set up portable toilets 
for the 70 campers who were living 
in 37 tents. So far, the population 
managed to stay out of trouble and 
self-govern without problems. 


JUNE 27 

Then the gangs moved in, By the 
next morning, frightened campers 
worried that someone was going to 
be killed if the gangs were not con- 
trolled. Residents reported that dur- 
ing the night, thugs wandered up 
and down the rows of tents bran- 
dishing swords and knives, and that 
gunshots had been heard. The po- 
lice said that there was nothing they 
could do unless someone was caught 
committing an offence, and encour- 
aged residents to call if they saw 
trouble. 


JULY 2 

The community included 55. tents 
and 80 campers during the day. At 
night the population would grow to 
150 campers, as the homeless con- 
gregated to party and drink. It was a 


breaking point for the Bissell Centre 
and it was decided that it was no lon- 
ger safe to have a support worker on 
site. 


JULY 5 

A man set a tent on fire during a do- 
mestic dispute. Another person was 
stabbed in front of the Bissell Centre 
shortly after. 


JULY 14-15 
Ove the weekend, the police raided 
a tent being used as a brothel and 
seized weapons, drugs, and cash, and 
a few days later a frenzy of violence 
forced the Bissell Centre to close at 
lam 

The circumstances brought many 
of the residents close together. There 
are few things more valuable in the 
street than having someone who 
has your back. Many of the campers 
formed “family” units for safety and 
support, Cardinal says. 

As the violence escalated, media 
attention pressured the province and 
the city to step in, 


JULY 20 

A security company was hired to 
control the violence. Then Capital 
Health provided ID cards for the 
residents, and a fence was erected 
around the site to mixed reactions. 

“It’s kind of like being an animal 
inside of a park,” a camper told the 
Edmonton Journal. 

But the rules were simple enough. 
If the campers stepped out of line, se- 
curity would take their ID cards and 
ban them from the site. Visitors were 
allowed to come and go freely during 


the day, but after 9 p.m., only those 
with ID cards could stay the night. 

Cardinal was relieved by the new 
changes 


SEPT. 1S 

Authorities decide to close the site 
for good. City trucks arrived first 
thing that morning to haul away the 
toilets and water tank. While city 
crews were removing the facilities, 
residents threw the possessions they 
could not carry into a giant green 
dumpster. 

Despite the circumstances, the 
residents were cheerful and, on the 
surface anyway, devoid of resent- 
ment over the move. The nature of 
conversation among the homeless 
was nostalgic as they remembered 
the time they spent in the summer 
commune. 

Several bottles of discount malt li- 
quor were passed around the circles 
of tents as reporters swept through, 
snatching up interviews from any- 
one willing to talk. 7 

By early afternoon, tent city was 
gone except for the chain-link fence. 
The fence that had been built to keep 
the campers safe was now locked and 
used to keep them in the street. 

There is no way to tell how many 
of tent city’s residents found hous- 
ing, or how many that were provided 
with housing have managed to re- 
main at those addresses. The 2006 
Edmonton homeless count, conduct- 
ed by the Joint Planning Committee 
on Housing, recorded 2,618 homeless 
persons. The next count is scheduled 
for later this fall.

But on closer 
inspection, these changes mean little. 

For a party that campaigned on ac- 
countability and transparency, the Harper 
government hasn't performed well. The In 
and Out scandal, the Chuck Cadman affair, 
and the dismantling of the access to infor- 
mation database certainly take the shine 
off “Canada’s New Government.” And given 
that we are entering another election, fixed 
election dates obviously mean nothing. The 
Liberals offered little real opposition to their 
agenda, so there's no practical reason why 
Harper can't continue as PM.

The Best Ideas Are Often Stolen

MINIMUM DRINK PRICES 

WERE FIRST PROPOSED BY 
YOURS TRULY, BUT THE 
TORIES REJECTED THE IDEA 
On Aug.1, 2008, the Era of Cheap 
Happiness came to an end 

On that day — a Friday, just to rub 
a little margarita salt in the wounds 
— regulated liquor prices came into 
effect in Alberta. No more $1 high- 
balls, no more two-bit glasses of beer. 
No more cheap fun, no more puking 
in the streets, no more peeing in any 
old corner of Whyte Avenue. 

If | were in the 18-25 demograph- 
ic, | would probably be enraged at 
the government's decision to in- 
terfere in my right to get slobber- 
ingly, droolingly, stupidly drunk at 
minimal cost. Alas, I am not. In fact, 
when I was in the 18-25 age bracket, 
dollar highballs and 25 cent glasses 
of beer were probably about average 
prices. 

Let me just say that | fully support 
minimum drink prices. 

I suggested it, after all, so 1 guess I 
have to support it. 

It was during my inglorious three- 
plus years as an Alberta Liberal 
Member of the Alberta Legislature, 
representing the fine people of Ed- 
monton-Meadowlark, that I asked 
the Legislative Assembly to formally 
endorse the idea of minimum drink 
prices for Alberta. Not make it law, 
mind you. Just an expression of the 
opinion of the Legislature on the 
matter, 

My motion was rejected, but you 
must remember that it was a dif- 
ferent world back in November of 
2007. Stephen Harper was prime 
minister. George Bush was in the 
White House. War raged in Iraq. A 
little show called The Office made us 
laugh. We flocked to theatres to see 
No Country for Old Men. The Oil- 
ers were on their way to missing the 
playoffs. Yes, it was a simpler time. 

No, wait: it wasn’t. It was just nine 
stinking months ago that my motion 
was rejected with extreme prejudice 
by the august members of the Alber- 
ta Legislature. 

So how did we go from a complete 
rejection of minimum drink prices 





to it being the law of the land? 

It’s simple, really. When a construc- 
tive suggestion is made by a member 
of the opposition, it is almost always 
rejected. If it’s a really good idea, ex- 
pect it to become law later. 

The debate, such as it was, over 
my motion provided some insight 
into the workings of the legislature 
and the mindset of the Tory herd 

For example, in my introductory 
remarks | mentioned that not too 
many years ago, Alberta had segre- 
gated drinking establishments that 
kept men and women in different 
drinking areas. According to Han- 
sard, the official record of the Legis- 
lature, this mention was greeted with 
whoops from “Some Hon. Mem- 
bers” of “Right on. We like that.” 

That's the kind of 1950s mental- 
ity that permeates the government 
benches. 

Once the debate began, the Tories 
began to pile on the hyperbole, in the 
pseudo-gentlemanly manner of the 
Legislature 

MLA Gordon Graydon said setting 
minimum drink prices would “in- 
terfere with the ability of a business 
to adjust their price to attract cus- 
tomers” and “may not reduce over- 
consumption.” MLA Frank Oberle 
said the motion was “ill-considered 
and poorly researched.” MLA Neil 
Brown (who I actually rather liked, 
despite his right-of-Ezra Levant po- 
litical stance) said: “The price of 
drinks should be set by the free mar- 
ket and certainly not by the dictation 
of the government.” 

And youngster (by legislature 
standards) Doug Griffiths, who was 
kind enough to compliment me for 
my “concern and . . . compassion 
for people who have faced violence 
in the streets,” said he thought im- 
plementing minimum drink prices 
would be “viewed as a magic bullet 
that's supposed to cure all the vio- 
lence issues that happen outside of 
bars in the evening.” I never said 
that, of course, but no matter. 

Griffiths went on to say, “I have a 
principle personally that I don't sup- 
port anything that I don’t know is go- 
ing to work. I don’t believe we should 
make rules or regulation or new leg- 
islation on the hope that it will work, 
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on the anticipation that it will wor 
or on some myth that it might work 


without some concrete proof and 





evidence that it will do something to 


solve the problem we're addressing.

proof that it works to deter excess 
drinking has been offered by the 
government, but not a con 
plaint came from Frank Th

Guard Your Vitals At School! 


TIPS ON KEEPING PERSONAL 
INFORMATION OUT OF PRYING 
HANDS FROM ALBERTA'’S 
SULTAN OF PRIVACY 





On the first week of school, post-sec- 
ondary students descending on &d- 
monton for another year of scholas- 
tic achievement will be bombarded 
with credit card offers, bar security, 
and potentially untrustworthy new 
roommates. Your personal informa- 
tion gets around, even if you don't. 

Some solicitation is perfectly le- 
gitimate marketing, says Alberta 
Privacy Commissioner Frank Work. 
But he warns that students should 
keep their personal information to 
themselves as much as possible, and 
always read the fine print before ap- 
plying for any credit card, or giving 
up ID. 

“The best rule of thumb is your 
Spidey sense,” he says. “If the deal 
sounds too good to be true, it prob- 
ably is.” 

The affable guardian of Alberta 
privacy is himself the father of two 
college-aged kids, and offers these 
friendly hints for keeping your per- 
sonal information as personal as 
possible while living the student life. 


(1) In The Classroom 

A lot of campuses offer wireless 
Internet, but Work warns that any 
banking you do online can easily fall 
into the wrong hands. 

“While the prof is telling you about 
postwar Swedish monetary reform,” 
he jokes, “you can fiddle with your 
Facebook page or e-mail. But a lot 
of wireless sites aren't protected, 
so don’t pass along your credit card 
numbers.” 


(2) In The Dorm 

Communal living also means com- 
munal garbage, so remember to tear 
up your bills before you throw them 
out. 

Also, if you're leaving your laptop 
or PDA around the dorm, you might 
want to encrypt sensitive informa- 
tion like passwords. If someone tries 
to hack into or steal these devices, it's 

_ not hard to get past the basic pass- 


words, and then it’s just a couple key- 
strokes into your bank account. 

And those credit card come-ons 
that come flowing though the mail- 
box like liquid gold? Go ahead and 
apply if you need the credit, but make 
sure you know the company and read 
the fine print before you send it off. 

When that magic money flood 
turns into a deluge of bills, read ev- 
ery line thoroughly, no matter how 
depressing. Often criminals will 
charge a small amount to your card 
as a probe, Work says, and then rack 
up a serious debt if you don’t alert 
your credit card company. 


(3) At The Bar 

The first trick to protecting your per- 
sonal information when you're out 
on the town is to travel light. Work 
recommends leaving your birth cer- 
tificate, passport, and social insur- 
ance number at home. These are 
“foundation documents” that others 
can use to steal your identity, so nev- 
er leave them all in one place. 

The other potentially invasive part 
of your night can occur before you 
even enter the club. 

Work is currently in court with 
Barwatch, a Calgary security group 
similar BarLink here in Edmonton. 
Both systems scan patrons’ driver's 
licences and keep them in a data- 
base. 

Work thinks scanning licences is 
against the Personal Information 
Protection Act, the provincial legisla- 
tion that proteets privacy, but at this 
point it’s up to the courts to make a 
decision. In the meantime, students 
can refuse to have their ID scanned, 
although that usually means you're 
not getting into that bar. 

Driver's licences carry a lot of in- 
formation, including your address 
and picture. Of course, every club 
has strict rules about who can ac- 
cess that information, and bounc- 
ers can’t just hand out addresses to 
lovesick drunks. But the risk is there, 
Work says, and most fraud is about 
old-fashioned social engineering, so 
think twice before handing over your 
ID. &

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The first rule of financial survival for 
students isn’t “Stock up on macaroni 
and cheese.” Nor is it “Skip town and 
hope your student loan just disap- 
pears.” 

Rather, local post-secondary offi- 
cials are telling students to apply for 
government loans and grants, even 
if they don’t think they’re eligible for 
financial help. 

“Last year we turned back tens 
of thousands of dollars in grants 
because nobody applied for them,” 
says Don Yurchuck, registrar at the 
Northern Alberta Institute of Tech- 
nology (NAIT). Despite his college's 


best efforts, he says, many students 
still do not apply for financial help. 

It's a problem Laurie Woldanski, a 
student advisor at Grant MacEwan, 
also recognizes. Students assume 
they won't qualify for government 
support because of their parents’ 
income or because they're living at 
home, and it's a mistake that could 
cost them big bucks. 

The federal government has just 
introduced a new grant program to 
replace the Millennium Scholarship 
Fund. The Canada Student Grant 
program provides $250 a month for 
students from low-income families 
and $100 a month for students from 
middle-income families. But students, 
won't receive either grant unless they 
apply for a Canada student loan. 

At the University of Alberta, loans 


and grants though the federal gov- 
ernment are fully used, says Beverly 
Eastham, vice-president external of 
the students’ union. However, the 
Laurence Decore provincial scholar- 
ship for student leaders, which of- 
fers $500 in funding, isn’t receiving 
enough applications and had meney 
left over last year. 

Alberta Works also provides fund- 
ing for scholastic pursuits, and 
Woldanski encourages any student 
who has recently received employ- 
ment insurance or maternity benefits 
to apply for educational funding. 

“All they can do is say no,” Woldan- 
ski says. “It's worth a try. You might 
get some funding.”

Who Needs Pinot Noir? 


JUST BECAUSE IT’S SO DARN 
COMMON DOESN'T MEAN IT’S 
ALL BAD — GIVE MERLOT A 
BREAK! 

I really wanted to write this article 
without making any cheesy allusions 
to Sideways. Everyone knows Merlot 
got fabulously panned by Paul Gia- 
mattis character Miles, after which 
sales of Merlot fell dramatically 
while those of Pinot Noir skyrocket- 
ed — supposedly. Personally, I didn’t 
see any evidence of this, though if 
the phenomenon did happen, it was 
probably localized in California; they 
are such slaves to Hollywood. 

But the Sideways references kept 
creeping in there anyway — so I de- 
cided to get it over with right off the 
top. So there. Sideways. “I’m not 
drinking any fucking Merlot.” Now 
let’s get on with it. 

Merlot has been heralded as the 
Chardonnay of red wine, given its 
ubiquity as the standard house red; it 
is the yin to Chardonnay’s yang. And 
like Chard, Merlot can be spectacu- 
lar, but more often it’s mediocre and 
uninspired — easily drunk and easily 
forgotten (just like your grad date). 

Yet Merlot’s bad reputation does not 
apply to all examples of the grape. In 
France it finds expression as a very 
different creature from the vaguely 
fruity plonk we North Americans as- 
sociate with the variety; French Mer- 
lot can be fruit-forward, but is rarely 
a fruit-bomb. It typically has flavours 
of plums, blueberries, and blackber- 
ries along with mineral characters, 
high acidity, and its signature vel- 
vety, plush texture. 

Merlot finds its most famous in- 
carnation as the dominant variety of 
“Right Bank” Bordeaux (so named 
because of its location on the right 
side of the Gironde River; Left Bank 
Bordeaux is dominated by Cabernet 
Sauvignon). The Right Bank is com- 
posed of the regions of St. Emilion 
and Pomerol; if you see these names 
on a label you know that the wine is 
predominantly Merlot-based — with 
the average blend composed of 70 
per cent Merlot and 30 per cent Cab- 
ernet (Cabernet Sauvignon and/or 
Cabernet Franc, and occasionally 
some minor varieties like Petit Ver- 
dot and Malbec). 

Cabernet is a natural partner to 
Merlot; being naturally quite tannic,

Cab contributes structure and body 
while tempering Merlot's fruitiness. 
In contrast, Merlot’s plump texture 
softens Cab’s astringent tannins, 
enhancing the wine’s approachabil- 
ity in youth. Wine producers world- 
wide have adopted the Bordelaise 
practices of blending Cab into their 
Merlot — in addition to France, look 
for tasty Bordeaux-style blends from 
South Africa and Australia (espe- 
cially the cooler Aussie regions like 
Coonawarra) 

And as for the New World fruit- 
bomb style of Merlot: they aren't all 
bad. Hell, sometimes you want a wine 
that's all about the fruit and little else 
— how many of us actually sit around 
evaluating every sip of every wine? 
Indeed, though it is fashionable to 
scoff at its common status, Merlot is 
the perfect grape for our impatient, 
instant-gratification-seeking times 

California makes oodles of Merlot 
that falls into the turbo-fruit catego- 
ry, and while some of it will certainly 
bore you, most is decent and basi- 
cally enjoyable. Merlot ripens very 
easily in California’s hot climate and 
requires judicious vineyard manage- 
ment to harvest the grapes at proper 
ripeness — even an extra day of sun 
can cause the grapes to lose all their

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refreshing acidity. In addition, after 
the 1990s Merlot boom (caused by 
Cabernet-soaked west coasters shift- 
ing their focus) the quality of many 
Merlots plummeted as crooked wine- 


makers over-irrigated their crops to 
produce high quantities of watery, 
bastardized Merlot. Yet with a little 
research you can certainly find good 
Californian Merlot, made by people 
who care about good wine - not the 
bottom line 

Chile also holds Merlot in a fairly 
important position. A few years ago 
too much Chilean Merlot was made 
from underripe grapes and the wines 
were lean and green — way too much 
like chomping on bell peppers. How 


ever, as with all Chilean wines, qual- 
ity is improving in leaps and bounds 
and a good Chilean Merlot is not 
hard to come by — and for a reason- 
able price, to boot 

When: shopping. for your next 
bottle of Merlot, keep in mind that 
not all New World Merlots are fruit- 
bombs, nor are all Old World Merlots 
made in the traditional style — many 
Old Word producers go for “inter- 
national-style” wines (i.e., super- 
fruity), while, somewhat ironically, 
numerous New World producers 
have followed the French lead with 
more restrained versions 

While Merlot can certainly pair 
with a wide array of foods, it’s one of 











those grapes that's often just fine on 
it 1; its velvety texture and ligh 
tannins make it easy to sip anytime 
rain or ie. Plus the really fruity 
Merlots z harder to pair with food 
as the fruit generally overpowers 
and/or obliterates most dishes. That 
said, you may have some luck pairing 
them with strong cheeses (try blue 
cheese, especially if the wine has a 
hint of sweetness), as well as dishes 
with sweet and savoury flavours, like 
barbecued chicken wings 

It’s easier to pair food with the Old 
World style of Merlot, as the fruit 
is not overwhelming and the wines 


have higher acidity. Try matchin 
these versions with chicken, pork, 
or lightly seasoned beef dishes. In 
addition, Merlot-Cabernet 
(especially Bordeaux) can stand up

One more thing to keep in 
mind is Merlot's lush texture — try

VIETNAMESE CUISINE IS BEST 
ENJOYED IN A LOWLY NOODLE 
HOUSE, BUT DON'T LET FANCY 
LEMONGRASS CAFE DETER YOU

Force of habit leads me to think of 
Vietnamese cuisine as fast food 
— not in the greasy, degenerate, 
mass-produced, nutrition-free sense 
of the term, but as an inexpensive, 
convenient meal-in-a-bowl. As such, 
my tendency has been to judge Viet- 
namese places on the strength of 
their vermicelli and compare them 
to the venerable Pagolac, the agree- 
ably down-market Viet restaurant 
on 97th Street where I first learned 
to love the combination of skinny 
rice noodles, grilled meats (includ- 
ing the enigmatic hamball, that salty, 
boneless orb of processed pig the co- 
lour of a pencil eraser), spring rolls, 
fresh herbs and vegetables, and a 
crowning douse of fish sauce. Just 
thinking of No. 57 on their menu is 
like Pavlov’s storied bell to my gusta- 
tory apparatus. 

Vietnamese cuisine certainly finds 
higher forms of expression than the 
lowly noodle house, but few restau- 
rants in our fair city have hit upon 
the right formula. They may be more 
aesthetically appealing, but the food 


in red curry ($13) with rice ($3) 
and, yes, vermicelli with lemongrass 
prawns, chicken, and beef ($11.50). 

Those familiar with the Thai vari- 
ant on green papaya salad are ac- 
customed to a spicy, pungent attack 
on the tastebuds studded with dried 
shrimp and spiked with enough heat 
to paint your eyelids with sweat at 
first bite. The Lemongrass Café ver- 
sion is decidedly gentler — the usual 
matchsticks of papaya and carrot in 
this case were tossed with rice vin- 
egar and a bit of chili paste, then 
topped with chopped fresh basil and 
slips of grilled marinated beef. It was 
a refreshing, crunchy little palate- 
cleanser and a nice complement to 
the eight chewy, toothsome grilled 
mussels on the half shell, garnished 
with chopped peanuts and green 
onions. For folks who like seafood 
but find steamed mussels a little too 
slimy to stomach, grilling them gives 
them a more substantial texture and, 
in one of life’s great mysteries, the 
addition of fish sauce makes them 
taste less fishy. 

Soon the entrées arrived, and the 
news was good, First off, the dish of 
chicken and cooked fruit, coated in a 
coconut milk-based red curry, was a 
delightful surprise. The chicken was 
tender, the mango firm and slightly 
tart, but it was the apples (Gala, I 
think) that really took me aback,

lacks the magical gestalt of a well- 
composed bowl of bun or pho. And 
I've found the extra expense of eat- 
ing at such places tends to have more 
to do with the pretty décor than a 
commensurate improvement in fla- 
vour. 

It was on these grounds that I 
wrote off Lemongrass Café the one 


| time that I ate there when it opened 


more than a decade ago. It was 
adorned and lit more tastefully than 
Chinatown's pho outlets, perhaps ge- 
nerically so, but their vermicelli fell 
short of the Pagolac gold standard. 
Somehow it was just too ... I don’t 
know ... clean. Clearly this opinion 
needed to be updated. 

The Lemongrass Café is still boasts 
a pleasant dining room with taste- 
ful, quasi-exotic art photography 
and an open display of its beer and 
wine selection by way of decoration. 
The fresh-faced server who seated 
us exuded nervous excitement at the 
prospect of attending to us. His sug- 
gestions about what to try were so 
copious — as was the menu — that 
it took us longer than usual to. nail 
down our selections, but we even- 
tually settled on green papaya salad 
with beef ($7) and grilled mussels 
($8) to start, followed by the intrigu- 
ing chicken with mango and apple 


blending so perfectly with the sweet, 
creamy, spicy curry sauce. This is a 
dish I would order again, and prob- 
ably try to approximate in my own 
kitchen sometime. The vermicelli 
was heaped with stirfried peppers 
and onions, chicken, and beef in an 
aromatic sauce of lemongrass and 
soy, and filled out with lettuce, car- 
rots, cucumbers, sprouts, chopped 
nuts, and basil. My only complaint 
was that two smallish prawns seemed 
a little stingy in an otherwise abun- 
dant serving. 

We managed to hold off devouring 
the entire plate of chicken, dream- 
ing of a delicious leftover lunch the 
next day, and decided to pack the last 
space in our stomachs with dessert. 
The sweets list was intriguing — deep- 
fried banana with Grand Marnier; 
balls of coconut ice cream filled with 
mango sherbet; Amaretto gelato. But 
something about the chocolate and 
pecan spring rolls ($4.50) captured 
our imaginations. The pair of spring 
rolls came exactly as described, filled 
with pecan halves and chocolate and 
served with a caramel-ginger dipping 
sauce. We were glad the serving was 
small, because each crispy bit was 
intensely sweet, like several desserts 
compressed into a small tube, then 
dunked in liquefied dessert.

The ukulele has been getting avbad 
rap. But maybe that's understand- 
able. A plucked lute from Portugal 
stereotypically played by hotel- 
lounge Hawaiians and stringy-haired 
girly-men makes an easy target Still 
in doubt? Here’s two words for you: 
Tiny Tim. 

However, Edmonton-based ukulele 
rock gods The Be Arthurs are leading 
a massive underground rebellion to 
rehabilitate the humble ukulele. This 
September 11, Ryan Parker, Sheldon 
Elter, and Bob Rasko will be kicking 
off the inaugural Edmonton Ukulele 
Festival at Likwid Lounge 

“There's a ukulele revolution go- 
ing on,” Elter says. Sex, drugs, and 
cover songs are the order of the day 
for this band of mini-guitar heroes 
“We've had panties thrown onstage 
once, but that was Bob who threw 
them from the back. But he’s having 
another child so the ukulele has got 
him laid at least once.” 

Much like The Beatles, The Be 
Arthurs’ fanbase spans generations. 
Between the young teenyboppers 
who swoon every time the boys get 
behind their four-strings, there are 
geriatrics wetting their diapers with 
each rendition of Stan Jones’ “Ghost 
Riders in the Sky.’ 

“T've got a lot of [sexual] offers 
from 13-year-olds and 65-year-olds,” 





Parker says. “With the ukulele, you 
score big with the crowds 13 and un- 
der and 65 and up.” That's some seri- 


ous tail, and 20 years from now, uku- 
lele naysayers will eat their words. 
Imagine an entire generation of uku- 
lele love babies showing up on their 
doorstep screaming “Viva Shimabu- 
kuro!” (Too obscure? Sorry — Jake 
Shimabukuro is the quick-fingered 
ukulele legend from Pure Heart.) It 
will be a movement floating on the 
updrafts of George Harrison's sec- 
ond wind. Long live The Beatles’ 
four-chord progressions, and God 
bless Justin Timberlake. 

Still don’t believe? According to Ja- 
son Noice, night manager of Acous- 
tic Music, local music stores have 
seen an explosion of demand for the 
instrument. 

‘There’s been a ukulele boom this 
year,” he says, “so we've actually ex- 
panded the ukulele section quite a bit 
We have a few dozen instruments in 
right now.” 

And the rise in demand for the uku- 
lele has meant a grueling roadschdule 
for The Be Arthurs. The touring life 
of a ukulele rock band is relentless: 
Camrose, Red Deer, Grande Prairie, 
Spruce Grove — the list is long. But 
The Arthurs say their real bread and 
butter comes from performing uke- 
driven renditions of Britney Spears’ 
“Toxic” for the movers and shakers 
in Alberta's economy. “We're huge in 
the corporate world,” Elter says. 

The group were lowly struggling 
actors until Parker stumbled onto the 
ukulele in 2003 while he was shop- 
ping for a small guitar. He fell in love 





with the tiny thing, and cajoled Elter 
into forming a band. Rasko joined 
later on under the condition that he 
play a tiny drum set. (“I went shop- 
ping mostly in toy stores looking for 
drums,” Rasko says.) 

It would be naive to think that lis- 
tening to a ukulele cover-band could 
get old. The Arthurs add new mate- 


rial to their repertoire every month 
to keep fans on their toes (you might 
recognize these cats from their reg- 
ular gig as the house band for the 
monthly Oh Susanna! variety show 
at the Varscona.) Most recently, 
they’ve added Queen's epic “Bohemi- 
an Rhapsody” to their arsenal. And 
from now until Christmas, travelers

heading through Edmonton Interna- 
tional Airport will have their socks 
rocked off each morning as they go 
through security. The band is also re- 
cording an album next week, which 
will be released along with a couple 
of videos by the end of the month. 
Proceeds from the festival (which 
also features up-and-coming uke- 





wielders like The Burning Hell, Doug 
Hoyer, and Jill Pollock) will go to 
Ukuleles for Peace, a charitable orga- 
nization that sends ukuleles overseas 
to promote peaceful coexistence be- 
tween Jewish and Muslim communi- 
ties. Seriously. 

“We're here to spread the love,” 
Parker says.

According to most parents, growth 
and maturity are good things, but 
I’m not sure what it means for a 
sassy, punky, energetic rock outfit 
like Oxford Collapse to show maturi- 
ty. And considering the disdain with 
which singer Michael Pace delivers 
the line “We’re so mature, memoriz- 
ing words ... | can't believe we lost 
our cool” on the song “Young Love 
Delivers,” it seems a little insensitive 
for critics to call their most recent 
release, BITS, well, mature. But Pace 
sees things differently. 

“T think it’s this idea of not resting 
on your laurels, not getting too com- 
fortable with what you're doing,” 
Pace says. “Growing as a band is just 
getting more comfortable with what 
you're doing without getting trapped 
in a comfort zone.” ; 

Far outside of Pace’s comfort zone 
is the larger-than-life images of the 
rock god. In fact it was just the oppo- 
site, the average-Joe musician, which 
grabbed his attention as a teen. 

“I have a lot of cousins who are 
older than me,” says Pace. “I re- 
member my cousin Charlie going 
into his bedroom; he had this Ozzy 
Osbourne Bark at the Moon poster. I 
thought it was terrifying. Then when 
you get a band like Nirvana, just guys 
in jeans and t-shirts coming around 
and you're 13 years old and it's like, 
‘Wow, you don't have to be this, you 
don’t have to look like this rock star 


to be awesome’ is definitely very in- 
spiring.” 

“T was a huge fan of Paul Simon in 
Graceland. Something about these 
guys that looked totally uncool mak- 
ing music, the guys with the short 
hair in the mid-’80s and dressed re- 
ally smartly, that I was definitely at- 
tracted to. Then when I discovered 
punk rock and the aesthetics of that, 
it all kinda came together. Paul Si- 
mon, Nirvana, and punk rock.” 

Paul Simon, Nirvana, and punk 
rock pretty much sums up Oxford 
Collapse’s feel — maybe subtract 
grunge’s tense instability and add 
an indie-rock affection for wordplay 
and noisy crescendos. As they began 
sketching out the sound for their 
latest effort, the band set a goal for 
themselves: write 30 songs and re- 
lease it as a double CD. 

“Pretty much everything came out 
of just jamming in this disgusting 
practice space that we had on Grand 
Street in Brooklyn,” Pace says. “Rat 
feces all over the place. It was a dank 
basement and it was gross, but it was 
very inspiring.” 

They did end up recording 30 
songs, but the double CD didn’t hap- 
pen. Instead, the band picked out 
the songs that would work best for 
a tighter, approachable, snotty-yet- 
smart 13-track disc. 

“We're big proponents of ‘the al- 
bum’ as an artform as opposed to 
putting together a bunch of songs, a 
bunch of singles, and releasing it as 
a record,” says Pace. “As an album, 
you need a beginning, a middle, and 
an end. You have songs that comple- 
ment each other. You need to have 
sonic peaks and valleys — it can't 
just be an album of two-minute-long 
punk songs, because that’s boring,”

Nobody wants to be ina “buzz band.”

None of us saw 
it at all — we just saw [Bloc Party 
frontman] Kele [Okereke] getting 
beat up by this big guy, basically this 
big bruiser. So we jumped in to stop 
it, and then there was a huge ruck- 
us. [John] Lydon was there, and he 
was pretty wasted, acting like a total 
asshole. | didn't hear [him say] any- 
thing racist, but I trust Kele. I’m sure 
it started off like that. It was pretty 
horrible.” 

Tabloid stories aside, here's what

“Its something we're struggling 
with, but we will conquer it,” he 
says.

A it was 27 years ago that David Byrne and Brian 
ea Eno released their influential album My Life in 
the Bush of Ghosts, and only now have they 
lowup. The result, Everything That Happens Will 


Happen Today, is sort of like My Life in the Lawns and Hedges. It's a sort of 
suburban gospel album, full of major-key pop melodies, stacked, sterile har- 
monies, and lyrics that struggle, in a time of global uncertainty, to find comfort 
in images of domesticity. (Home, with our bodies touching/Home, with the 
cameras watching/Home, where my world Is breaking in two.") 

\'ve never quite bought Byrne when he's in his populist, heartland-of-America, 
“City of Dreams" mode—to me, he's much more convincing ona Talking Heads 
song like "The Big Country,” where he takes one look at the U.S. Midwest from 
the window of a plane and remarks, “I wouldn't live there If you paid me to.” 
There's some uplifting stuff on Everything That Happens — especially the mid- 
album stretch of the title track, “Life Is Long,” and “The River” — but it lacks 
the earthiness (and the communal spirit) of true gospel. It's earbud gospel, 
available only as an MP3.

When he wasn't nailing the vocals 
from his back catalogue on the mic, he 
simply stood there during the instru- 
mental bridges glaring vacantly into the 
sold-out crowd. It became a game of 


sorts: could Edmonton's Oasis fanbase 
do-the unthinkable and get the irascible 


Gallagher brother to emote? The answer: 


nope. 
The decibel levels of the cheering at 
Rexall — arguably a byproduct of the 
Oilers’ failed Stanley Cup run in 2006

merely okay. There was once a time 
when the self-proclaimed Biggest 
Band in the World would never have 
considered playing tiny burgs like 
Edmonton.

Errol Morris's Standard Operat- 
ing Procedure posits a question that 
must have crossed many people's 
minds when they first saw the hor- 
rifying images of detainee abuse that 
emerged during the Abu Ghraib scan- 
dal. That question would be: why in 
God’s name would U.S. soldiers take 
so many pictures of the degradation 
and harm they inflicted on countless 
Iraqi detainees? The answer, accord- 
ing to Morris: they didn't think they 
were doing anything wrong. 

Morris doesn't reprise former U.S. 
Secretary of Defense Donald Rums- 
feld’s explanation of why the me- 
dia was suddenly showing so many 
pictures of Iraqis stripped naked, 
stacked in piles, cowering from vi- 
cious dogs, and forced to masturbate 
with underwear over their heads. 
But his soundbite about “a few bad 
apples” was heard around the world, 
and that's the way the White House 
and the military played it. They pros- 
ecuted the soldiers who had immor- 
talized themselves with idiotic grins 
and thumbs-up signs alongside the 
people they were sexually, physi- 
cally, and psychologically torment- 
ing and said the problem had been 
dealt with, even though the tactics 
employed against “enemy combat- 
ants” at Abu Ghraib had also been 
in wide use in Guantanamo Bay and 
Bagram (cf. Alex Gibney’s Taxi to the 
Dark Side). 

Standard Operating Procedure 





uses the incriminating photographs 
and Morris's own SOP of letting his 
subjects tell the story in their own 
words straight into the camera to get 
at some of the reasons Abu Ghraib 
happened, and to suggest that the 
photos and the people who took them 
have been a smokescreen for what 
happened to detainees after they had 
been softened up for interrogation 
Morris’ 
exclusively soldiers who were uni- 


interviewees are almost 


formly young and inexperienced in 
combat when they were marched 
into the prison where Saddam Hus- 
sein is thought to have killed 30,000 
of his citizens and where they had 
to cohabit with a few thousand Iraqi 
detainees while insurgents shelled

them from outside. That doesn’t ex- 
cuse anything they did, but it may 
help to explain why some of them 
got carried away messing with their 
prisoners on the way to interroga- 
tion, especially when they’d been 
told to push the envelope of accept- 
able treatment and to, above all, dig 


Danny €lfman's Philip Glass-esque 
score — that capture the texture 
of dread and belie the attempts by 
some of the interviewees to make 
what they did sound innocuous. The 
soldiers maintain that, bad as the 
photographs look, they never delib- 
erately injured and certainly never

some “intelligence” out of the truck- 
loads of terrified Iraqi men who were 
dragged through the door. 

As ever, Morris alternates his full- 
frame interviews with hallucinatory 
snippets of dramatization — set to 


killed anyone, unlike the military 
interrogators who eventually took 
control of the prisoners. And as you 
listen to them talk, it’s easy to come 
to the conclusion that none of them 
were acting independently when 





they committed the acts that got 
them court-martialed and thrown in 
jail — most of them just don’t seem 
bright enough to be that calculating 
or cruel. 


For people worn down by the on- 
going fact of a pointless, destructive 
war in Iraq, revisiting one of its most 
demoralizing low points in some- 
times tedious detail will be all the 
more wearying. Ultimately, though, 
Standard Operating Procedure is 
invaluable for delineating the banal 
elements that contributed to the 
nightmare at Abu Ghraib, and for 
giving a voice to the hapless, if not 
quite blameless, schmucks who had 
their lives and careers shattered for 
following orders.

But little did they know 
that excavating the tomb of Bo- 
ris Karloff’s timeless classic would 
unleash a creature of unspeakable 
mediocrity, who would bring the 10 
plagues of action clichés onto the 
unsuspecting populace.

In a summer relatively bereft of 
perfunctory, cash-grab sequels, 
Dragon Emperor courageously 
stepped in to finish the job that In- 
diana Jones and the Kingdom of the 
Crystal Skull only began, returning 
to answer all the unasked questions 
left hanging from The Mummy Re- 
turns. Brendan Fraser, Hollywood's 
most realistic CGI creation, returns 
to the franchise, with Maria Bello, 
who clearly failed Cockney €nun- 
ciation 101, replacing Rachel Weisz. 
With Fraser's swinger son (who looks 
only five years younger than Fraser 
does) in tow, they’re off to battle Jet 
Li, whose kicking and punching are 
assuredly not martial arts, since Li 
declared his cinematic martial arts 
career finished only several martial 
arts films ago.

A complex, brooding action thriller, 
Meet Dave examines the roles of 
heroes in our society and how they 
can be misunderstood by the public.

Dog fame) brilliantly conveys the in- 
ner moral turmoil all of Eddie Mur- 
phy’s characters struggle with.

Okay, okay, all Dark Knight com- 
parisons aside, I chose Meet Dave as 
the worst film of the summer as it 
was the only one that I actually felt 
humiliated to sit through. It almost 
feels like a Vietnam flashback; I oc- 
casionally still wake at night in a cold 
sweat, screaming, remembering how 
I had to remain absolutely still as 
bombs went off in front of me, un- 
able to risk standing up and escap- 
ing for fear of revealing my face to 
the people surrounding me.

I never had a chance to do one 
scene the way it was written or the 
way I wanted it to be. The script 
wasn't respected. Bad producers, 
bad partners, it was a terrible experi- 
ence... Parts of the movie are like a 
bad episode of 24.” 

Oh. 

When a director actively sabotages 
his own film before it’s even released 
in theatres, you know things aren't 
looking good. And while Kassovitz 
does a pretty good job describing the 
mess that Babylon A.D. eventually 
became, we'd still better go through 
the motions and try to make some 
sense of this turkey. 

Diesel is Toorop, a strangely 
named retired mercenary who's try- 
ing to get by under the radar in the 
kind of gritty, decrepit future that, 
quite frankly, audiences could use 
a fucking break from at this point. 
You know the kind: shadowy corpo- 
rations run everything, all religious 
people are fanatics, and schlock 
sensationalism has replaced culture 
outright. 

For reasons that are never really 
made clear, Toorop is recruited to 
transport Aurora (Mélanie Therry), 
a Virgin Mary-like young woman 
who has never left her isolated con- 
vent, and her mentor Sister Rebeka 
(Michelle Yeoh) from Siberia to

Super Nintendo RPGs — which is to 
say that she does the exact opposite 


of what she’s told at every turn, and 
walks directly toward every trap and 
distraction imaginable. 

Also swept up into this motley 
crew's journey are, in descending 
order of believability: a crooked 
smuggler, a Ski-Doo battle, cyborg 
parents, immaculate conception, a 


diabolical politician/high priestess 
(played by Charlotte Rampling), in- 
jectable passports, the power to come 
back from the dead at will, and 
American Apparel hoodies. (That 
being said, it is oddly satisfying to 
see those infamous two-tone sweat- 
shirts as the unofficial uniform of | 
dystopia.) 

Still, while there's no disputing 
that this is a terrible film, I feel the | 
need to swim somewhat against the 
current and stick up for parts of it. 

[ like the intensity of the Northern 
Lights CGI effect, for example, and 
1 like how every building in New | 
York has gaudy animated billboards 
built into its sides. There are also 
moments that hint at real complex- 
ity, like when Toorop drifts off into a 
sexual daydream and then snaps out 
of it, only to realize he’s inches away 
from kissing the ever-chaste Aurora, 
who's standing two inches away, lips 
aquiver, in a skimpy tank top and un- 
derwear, looking more than ready to 
spoil her purity. 

[like to imagine that there are oth-

After all, the results couldn't 
be any worse than the movie they 
just finished watching: a pretentious 
romance called We Are Naked (shot 
on black-and-white digital video for 
less than $1,000) which climaxes 
with the two leads stripping off their 
clothes and embracing in the sprin- 
kler on their front yard. During the 
post-screening Q&A, someone asks 
the director if the film contained any 
improvisation, to which he replies,

can make a movie, our heroes figure, 
then we can too: 

The first half of Baghead, the new 
film by Jay and Mark Duplass (whose 
The Puffy Chair was one of the slick- 
er entries in the low-budget “mum- 
blecore” movement), is a knowing 
comedy about life on the outermost 
fringes of the movie world, where 
even getting a short film into a third-

tier film festival is a barely achiev- 
able goal. And as the quartet — sh- 
lubby, lovesick Chad (Steve Zissis), 
cocksure Matt (Ross Partridge), 
ditzy, self-involved Michelle (Greta 
Gerwig), and aging blonde beauty 
Catherine (Elise Muller) — assemble 
to write their script, they spend a lot 
more time getting drunk, flirting, 
and generally clowning around than 
hammering out plot points. 

And then, as if combining two 
genres — the mumblecore romantic 
comedy and the Hollywood satire 
— weren't enough, the Duplasses in- 
troduce a third, the madman-in-the- 
woods slasher picture. One night, as 
Michelle stumbles outside to throw 
up, she sees a mysterious figure with

a horror moyie about four friends 
getting killed off by a baghead in the 
woods, the movie threatens to be- 
come too meta for its own good, but 
the Duplasses avoid the trap of self- 
consciousness (at least up until the 
fairly predictable final twist). 

Still, | would have liked to have 
seen Baghead push any of the three 
genres it combines a little farther. In 
a weird way, it’s sort of a low-budget 
cousin to Tropic Thunder — but at 
least Tropic Thunder, despite its

a paper bag over his head standing 
in the forest. Was she dreaming? 
It's not clear — but soon, the others 
start impersonating the “baghead” 
too, pranking each other by popping 
out of closets and looming over their 
friends’ beds as they sleep. It all 
seems like a big goof ... but if so, who 
stole the battery from their car? 

The Duplasses execute the genre 
shift with surprising ease — their 
blend of semi-improyised dialogue 
and shaky, handheld cinematogra- 
phy turns out to lend itself equally 
to naturalistic relationship 
comedy as to frantic “Oh my God, 
there's something at the window!” 
horror-movie shocks. When. Matt, 
the most motivated member of the

Actually, the most horrifying se- 
quence in the film takes place long 
before the mad slasher arrives on~ 
the scene.

A VIOLENT ALTERCATION 

IN 1972 SENDS POWERFUL

PELECANOS’ THE TURNAROUND 





THETURNAROUND 
By George Pelecanos. Little, Brown, and Company. 
294 pp.$27.99. 





Over the last six years, when he 
wasn't turning out crime novels, 
George Pelecanos also wrote scripts 
for the HBO series The Wire. The 
show's creator, David Simon, would 
traditionally assign Pelecanos the 
penultimate episode of each season— 
and season after season, Pelecanos 
would proceed to rip viewers’ guts 
out. It was Pelecanos who wrote the 
episode in Season One where Bodie 
and Poot killed Wallace; he killed 
off Sobotka in Season Two and 
bumped off Stringer Bell in Season 
Three; in Season Four, he orches- 
trated that agonizing scene where 
Sgt. Carver walks down that long, 
long corridor and abandons little 
Randy to an indifferent social ser- 
vices system, and in Season Five, 
he showed cheerful, unlucky Dukie 
walking down an alley into a life of 
poverty and probable drug addiction 
TV critic Alan Sepinwall said it best: 
“Fucking George Pelecanos. Why do 
I let him stomp on my heart time af- 
ter time?” 

Pelecanos’ new novel The Turn- 
around is a pleasant change of pace 
in that it actually has a fairly happy 
ending. But the characters sure have 
to experience a lot of misery to get 
there. 

The story begins in 1972 in Wash- 
ington, D.C. It's summertime, the 
weather is hot, the blacks don’t like 
the whites as well as the reverse, 
the streets are lively and a little bit 
dangerous at night, and classic rock 


and funk tracks are pouring out of 
everyone's stereos. On this particular 
night, the lives of six young people 
will violently converge: three white 
teens driving a stolen car through a 
black neighbourhood and three black 
The white 
kids hurl a few racial epithets out 


kids on the sidewalk. 
the window and speed off... straight 
into a dead end. By the time they try 
driving back the way they came, a 
mob has gathered, and they're out 
for blood. When the smoke clears, 
one of the white kids is dead, and 
one of the black kids winds up in 
jail 

But even the survivors bear the 
scars of the incident—literally so, in 
the case of Alex Pappas, who was 
beaten badly enough to lose an eye. 
Pelecanos picks up the story 35 years 
after that fateful night, with Alex 
now running his father’s restaurant 
and two of the black kids looking 
for closure, each in their own way. 
Raymond Monroe, who now works 
as a physical therapist at Walter 
Reed Medical Center, has a chance 
encounter with Alex and cautiously 
approaches him, groping sincerely to 
achieve some kind of reconciliation 
Charles Baker, on the other hand, is 
a sociopathic career criminal who 
hopes to shake down Peter Whit- 
ten, the other white survivor (now 
awyer), 
for some easy blackmail money. In

back in 1972 is still the central fact 





of these men’s lives. In Pelecanos’ 
world, the past isn’t something you 
ever leave behind — you always reach 
a turnaround that forces you to back 
up and drive through it again. And 
the second time through is. usually 
much, much harder. 

For me, though, the main source 
of pleasure in The Turnaround isn't 


its crime-thriller plot, however well- 
turned it may be. Instead, it's Pele- 
canos’ journalistic eye for detail and 
his ear for tangy dialogue that give 
every scene, now matter how mun- 
dane its content, the air of freshly 
observed truth. | especially loved the 
scenes in Alex's restaurant, Pappas 
and Sons, which are full of practical 
details about how a business like this 
operates, from the compromises that 
Alex 
Latino staff over what station on the 


has to make with his mostly 


satellite radio to tune into, to the 
trick of tearing off the cash register 
tape at 3 p.m. so that the business 
can 





pocket a little extra money that 
the taxman won't know about. Pele- 
canos’ depiction of the proud tradi- 
tion of Pappas and Sons occasion- 
ally verges on sentimentality, but 
it's sentimentality bolstered by a sin- 
cere respect for the hard work that 
goes into keeping a small family 
business afloat

How I Cut Up My Grandparents 


PHOTOGRAPHER MEGAN 
KEMSHEAD EXPLAINS HOW 
SHE USED 100 FAMILY SNAP- 
SHOTS TO CREATE A MEMORY 


Why settle for one family portrait 
when you can have 100 family por- 
traits at once? 


That's the logic behind Edmonton 
photographer Megan Kemshead’s 
Fractured Memories series, which 
she began in 2006. (There are still 
only four collages in the series, but 
give the woman a break — these 
things take a long time to make.) 
“In the typical family photo, the 


people just stand there smiling at 
the camera,” she says. “If you don’t 
know those people, the photo doesn't 
tell you anything about them. So | 
wanted to find a way to turn a mem- 
ory into a photograph, to capture the 
space where people spend most of 
their time, that place where their en- 


ergies linger.” 

Her solution, inspired by the pho- 
tocollages of David Hockney, was to 
take dozens of photos of her subjects 
moving around their living space, 
cut them up, and assemble them 
by hand, almost like a cubist jigsaw 


puzzle. “You piece together the pho 


s,” she says, “like you put together 
pieces of a memory.” 

Several of Kemshead’s photocol 
lages are currently on display at Ur- 
ban Roots Salon & Gallery (10143 
Whyte Ave.). She annotated her 
favourite piece, simply titled “The
